FINANCIAL POLITICS. 


It may be unfortunate, but it is neverthe- 


less a fact that the question of tho currrncy 
Is to play a prominent part in the Preiiclen- 
tial campaign of 187G. Loud as 
t-:ome 


Democrats aro in declaring that theirs is the 
hard money party nothing but 'inflation is 
to be expected of it.' The Ohio Democrats 
have declared unequivocally for more de- 
preciated paper money. The Maine Demo- 
crats have adopted an orthodox Ihinucial 
rosolution,but they did it tho face of a aLvong 
paper money minority. Tho hard money 
Democrats of Pennsylvania could 
not 


get & hard money plauk adopted by their 
state* convention, and the compromise was 
a resolution .denouncing tho contraction 
policy of tho Kepublican party, "'his is 
really a victory of tho inflationist1; nntl it 
shows that the Democrats care a good deal 
more about traducing tho Kepublicau party 
than they do about securing the adoption of 
any sound financial principles. 


Tho .Republican party is by no moaua 


united on the currency question, but any 
impartial observer can seo that the general 
sentiment of the Republican parly i:; much 
aounder in this matter than that of the 
Democrats. Morton's change from soft to 
hard money may bo no credit to bis sinceri- 
ty, bnt it sho'.va which way a fihrowd poli- 
tician believes tho Republican party is go- 
ing. 
On the other hand tho course of Sen- 


ator Thurmau and tho confession of tho 
Louisville Courier-Journal shows that even 
hard money Democrats are preparing for a 
tetreat.and that no Democratic politician or 
tiitbr need bo expected to have enough con- 
science to stand by hard nioucy if soft 
money is demanded by a majority of the 
voters. 


It is to bo regretted that a sudden change 


of values by an immediate alteration of tho 
currency one way or the other is nought. 
But tho question will soon bo brought be- 
fore the people, forced upon them, Whether 
they will have a Hepublicaii government 
ind a currency at par, or a Democratic gov- 
omment and a currency that is steadily 
depreciating.

THE KiiPOK'ijED SPECIE HESDMPTIOX PLAN. 


—With rogarcZ to tho plun for resuming 
specie payzneut eaid by Iho Now York Her- 
ald's AVashingtou correspondent to bo.fa- 
vored at prostiiit by tho Treasury Deport- 
ment Iho correspondent says :— 


"Tho purpose of this plan is as follows— 


to ivit: If tho Treasury doqs not renew its 
contract for placing tho new bonds, all call 
for six por cents will conso aud tho value of 
ovory bond on tho market wiil appreciate ac- 
cordingly. The business transactions of tho 
.syndicate, it is estimated, would annually 
amount lo tailing §75,000,000, $55,000,000 
of -which would bo in coupon payments, 
thereby saving that sum in gold to Iho 
Treasury now, required to bo sent abroad. 
Tho other twenty actual purchases for gold, 
tho subscriptions of tho national banks, 
would aggregate $2^,000,000, annually, and 
tho sales at their par valuo in coin, which 
would bo for currency lo meet tho currency 
expenses now provided for by monthly sales 
of gold, would, it is estimated, bo between 
§50,000,000 nnd $UO,000,00(K us tho bonds 
would readily bo purchasedTor foreign in- 
vestment, lu two years, it will bo seen,tho 
estimate is that tho entire loan would bo dis- 
posed of, while tho interest to bo paid on 
tho now bonds and tho requirement of tho 
sinking fund during thoso two years would 
not exceed $100,000,000, leaving on the 
first day of, January, 1878, a gold fund of 
$200,000,000 at tho disposal of iho sccro- 
lary—on amount sufficiently largo to aseuro 
tho permanency of tho gold valuo of every 
legal lender iii circulation. In other words, 
Iho scope of tho plan is lo secure to tho 
Treasury iu tho two years next beginning 
with January 1, 1S7U, nearly tho exact 
amount of gold the government will disburse 
during that period in paying tho interest on 
tho public debt, which is $100,000,000 an- 
nually. It will bo fi'graduol accumulation, 
and this is what tho f rumors of tho specie 
resumption act had in view when tho bill 
was determined upon as a party measure, 
adopted in tho Kopublican Senate caucus, 
and passed by a party voto after a few 
hours' explanation. It passed through tho 
Houso under tho previous question, and 
was signed by tho President within forty- 
eight hours of its fiual passage. To tho 
objection that it increases tho bonded debt, 
its advocates say it will not for more than 
three or four years. It will givo to tho 
legal tenders their fnco valuo in gold, and 
whoh that is Accomplished it will bo Iho 
duly of tho Socrelary who is hi ofllco lo im- 
mediately oftH in six por cent, bonds to tho 
amount of four and a half por cent, bonds 
issued, and plaeo them lo tho credit of tho
